I have honour to submit herewith a report upon Public 
Health Services in the District for the year 1945 - 46. 


1._ Steff. 

The Council's Health Department is staffed by a part- 
time Medical Officor, a full-time Sanitary Inspector, and a clerk. 
With this cmall staff it is not possible to oarry out any majot 
system of inquirics, and upon the anticipated resumption of our 
Housing work interrupted by the Var, augmentation of the steff will 
be necessary. 


2. Ara. 

The District of 7,494 acres is of semi-rural nature, 
he villages of Kirk Merrington, Middlestone Moor, and Byere 
reon being situated some distance from the main centre of 

population. 


5. Population. 
The Registrar General's figures calculated for the 
District give the resident population ae 18,070. This figure 
shows a slight decrease upon the previous year. 


4. Housing. 

The standard of houging in the District has deteriorated 
conciderably during the Yar Years, owing to difficulty in 
obtaining much noeded ropairs, In addition, approximately 300 
houses which vere subject to Ministry inquiry before the ‘lar are ctil 
occupied. Largo areas of property are algo congested, and a large 
number of asholosets and similar receptoclec do not improve the 
environment of tho population. It is thorefore with great pleasure 
that I can record the energetic progreso mode by the Council in 
their ro-housing progromme cinco the resumption of this work. Work 
jo now in progreso upon tho Archer's Field and Park Estates for 
the provision of 56 pro-fabricated houses in Archor's Pield, and 
112 permanent brick typo houses, 100 B.I.S.F. and 88 Lamella Houses 
on tho Park Estate. Tho Council, anticipating shortages of 
recogniced building moterials, mode early provision for the 
substitution of tho traditional style of house by others, such ag 
the "Airey", tho "Lamella", ond the Steel House. The Council are 
elso arranging for further housing upon the York Hill and Tudhoe 
Moor Estotos. 

Tho ocoupotion of the Park Estate ond Archer's Field 
Eotate will to o cortain extent relieve the additional overcrowding 
ecused by the roturn of Servioe persbnnel with their frmilics into 
the District. Our further housing echomes, it is anticipated, will 
alleviate long-standing onsos of overcrowding, and supply accomodcatinn 
to take the place of the houses demolished in our slum clearance 
programme. Tho number of inhabited houses in the District is 
approximatoly 5,158. 


5 e Tuberculosis » 
During tho yoar an increase of 13.46% in pulmonary 


casos and an dncrenss of 5.55% 4h hon-pulmonary onses has been 
recorded.

Seabics i@ a notifiable disease in tho District. 
During tho yoar 66 notifications have boon received. Tho Council 
also operate a Cleansing Centro for free treatment of these casos, 
and during the year 201 cascea rocoived the first treatment and 549 


en gos the socond or subsoquent treatucnts. 1

ae addition the Council have agreed tT reat casos from part of the 
rook end Willington Urban District, uso the Scdgefiold Rural Listrict, 

the Council receiving roinbursomens “eon the respective Dictricts 


for this work. 


Appropristo disingestrtion has boon earric dout of 
promiscs and furniture of all eases notifiod. The Council hxve 
also continucd their pelicy or diginiveting furniture of all new 
tonants prior to romoyel into Council property. 


8. Rodent Control. 
Tho Council now omploy trs gurvieces of a qualificd 
rodent inspector, and conciderabloe progross has boon made in the 
eradication of vermin tn Council property, Sovore, and privete and 


puwsinoss premiscs in tho District. weajor type investations have 
roeeivod onrly troctmont, en@ it is anticipated that within a few 


months all major and minor infcstations known to the Gouncil will 
have recoivedattention. Rodent infostction is, hovwover, widespread 
throughout the District, but the number of rats on the sites is 
pall.

GS. Water. 

x Tho District is served by a piped supply from the upland 

gathoring grounds of the Durham County Water Board. The quality 
of the water has continucd to be good, with the excoption of scdimont 
a@ue to encrustation in mains, and inadequate supplies in the Kirk 
Morrington Arona. These dofects have boon coumunicated to the Board, 
and tho noccssary seraping and flushing have resulted in improved 

. supply to most property. The Kirk Morrington District, howcGvcr, 
Bontinues to rocoivo a poor supply of water. Regular analysis of 
weator is carricd out by the Board. 


40. Seworage and svirage Dispocal- 

Tho Sowage of the District is troates at tho Council 
works situated at Tudhow ane Byors Groon, clso the joint Sewage 
Works ot Loeasingthormo. A&A considerable number of choked drains cat 
privsto dwollings have boon roportod during the yoor, and upon 
opening out, the drains in many 62608 have boon found to be in 
a dofeetive condition. During the yoar, the Council having agroed 
to contribute £5 - 10 - 0 towards the cost of cach approved 
conversion. 34 applications for thie grant have beon approved, 

eennd. 33 conversions carrica outs These numbers are, however, small, 
‘considering that oe, te U rocuptrclos in the District, 3,940 are of 
“tho dry ash type. A considerable number of these closets arc, 
however, in proporty which will subscaucntly be Goclt with uncer the 
Housing Acts. 


44. Ambulance Servicu. 5 

During the yoor this service has continucd to show a 
considerable inerecsse 4n tho enlls for the use of the ambulance 
by tho public. 459 casos have boon convcyod by the ambulances to 
ana from hospitals in the surrounding Districts. 13,127 wiles 
wore covercda in these journcys anc the sum of £379 was reccived by 
the Council in peyment for this work. Many oxpressions of 
eppreciation of tho comfort anu officicney of the service were 
roecivod. Tho aquisition ov a nev dustin smbulianes has proveu of 
groct valuc.
